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HOW THE ANGLO-AMERICAN PRODUCTIVITY 
COUNCIL HAS HELPED BRITISH INDUSTRY 


ETAILS OF the work of the Anglo-American Council on 

Productivity, over a period of three and a half years and at a 

cost of nearly £850,000, are given in the Final Report of the 
Council, published this week. 

The Council was formed in the autumn of 1948 on the initiative 
of Sir Stafford Cripps, the then Chancellor of the Exchequer in 
Britain, and Mr. Paul Hoffman, the then Economic Co-operation 
Administrator in the United States. It was composed of repre- 
sentatives of management and labour both in the United Kingdom 
and in the United States of America. In the United Kingdom 
Section the constituent bodies were the Federation of British 
Industries, the British Employers’ Confederation and the Trades 
Union Congress. 


Exchange of Knowledge 


The purpose of the Council was to promote economic well-being 
by a free exchange of knowledge in the realm of industrial organiza- 
tion, methods and technique, and thereby to assist British industry 
to raise the level of its productivity. The principal means adopted 
to achieve this end was to send to America industrial teams, the 
members of which were drawn in equal numbers from the super- 
visory, technical and workshop levels. ‘The business of the teams 
was to study American production methods, to report their observa- 
tions and findings and to make recommendations. 

As the period of Marshall Aid originally envisaged for the 
Council’s activities came to an end on June 30 this year and as the 

me of team visits was then nearing completion, the Council 
as such and the United States Section of the Council, were wound up 
on that date. But that is not the end of the story. 

“ We believe,” it is stated in the Report, “that one of the most 


important benefits of the Council’s work lies in the improvement of 
the climate of opinion about productivity.” But a change of such a 
nature is incapable of short-term accomplishment, and it is made 
clear that the full harvest of the programme is still to be gathered. 
Work will therefore continue to be pressed forward by the United 
Kingdom Section of the Council until it can be readily absorbed into 
that of the British Productivity Council, shortly to be established. 
The formation of a continuing organization in America is also being 
considered in order to maintain liaison with the British Productivity 
Council. 


Facilities for Visits to U.S. 


The facilities provided for team visits to the United States under 
the Economic Co-operation Administration Technical Aid Pro- 
mme will still be available through its successor, the Mutual 
ecurity Agency, under somewhat different conditions, and will 
continue to be handled from the offices of the United Kingdom 
Section in London. 

The Report gives, in four chapters, a documented review of what 
has already been accomplished. By way of foreword a tribute is 
paid by the Chairman of the United Kingdom Section to the 

nerosity of the American people and the co-operation of the 
Tnited States Government and industry alike, which have helped 
to turn into reality the vision of Mr. Paul Hoffman and the late 
Sir Stafford Cripps. 


Picture of Achievement 


The first chapter gives a general picture of achievement and an 
outline of the forthcoming developments mentioned above. “ The 
Organization and Meetings of the Council ”’ is largely historical and 
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recapitulates the proceedings of the five committees originally 
established to study various subjects considered worthy of investi- 
gation. 

Experience quickly showed the activities of the committee charged 
with the promotion of plant visits to be most fruitful. Nevertheless, 
valuable investigations were carried out on the maintenance of 
productive plant and power ; productivity measurement ; standard- 
ization ; specialization and simplification in industrial production, 
and the spread of economic information. 

“The Work of the Council” sets out details of the step-by-step 
advance into what had been to a large extent territory. A 
list is given of the 66 teams (47 industry and 19 specialist) that have 
visited the United States and a description is given of the machinery 
for the preparation and publication of team reports, f for the dissemina- 
tion of the teams’ findings and for their impl ily 
a lengthy process. 

From the outset considerable importance was attached to the 
encouragement of team spirit. Every endeavour was made to see 
that before leaving the United Kingdom the members of each team got 
to know each other and participated in preliminary visits to United 
Kingdom firms in their industry. All travelled together cabin class 
across the Atlantic. All received the same dollar allowance while in 
the United States and in general all covered the same itinerary. The 
reports were a joint effort of all the participants, and it is a striking fact 
that they have, with only one exception, been unanimous. 

Special emphasis is laid on the task of dissemination, and an 
appendix deals with the various methods adopted. ‘“ The Council 
ensures that the necessary steps are taken to bring the information and 
recommendations in the team reports to the notice of all who can 
profit from them. The implementation must be for individual 
industries and firms,’’ the Report states. 

The real work in fact begins after the reports are published, and it 
is this phase that gives the greatest promise of results still to come. 

As a by-product of the team visits a large number of individuc! 
visitors from the United States have come to see British firms, and 
vice versa. A valuable long-term result of the programme is the 
personal and inter-firm contacts that have been established between 
the industries of the two countries. In some cases these have also led 
to formal arrangements for the exchange of technical information 
aor the respective trade or research associations on a continuing

Cost of the Programme 


What has the programme cost? The question is answered in a 
chapter which includes a summary of the receipts and expenditure 
of the United Kingdom Section and of the expenditure of the United 
States Section. The total cost is given as approximately £844,500, 
of which some £320,400 represented sterling expenditure and{ 524,100 
($1,467,480) was met by the United States Section. 

“ Of the total United Kingdom expenses, almost £180,000 were 
met... directly out of a grant-in-aid from the United Kingdom 
Treasury and contributions from the British Employers’ Confedera- 
tion, the Federation of British Industries and the Trades Union 
Congress "’ (constituent bodies of the A.A.C.P.), says the Report. 
This grant-in-aid was charged, with the concurrence of E.C.A., 
against the counterpart fund, i.e., the sterling receipts in payment for 
goods supplied under Marshall Aid. 

No less than £141,000 has also been contributed by British indus- 
tries directly concerned in sending teams to the United States. In 
fact, the Report goes on, “ the direct contribution of United Kingdom 
industry and the United Kingdom participating organizations together 
covered more than half the sterling expenses incurred by the pro- 
gramme.” An analysis of the sterling costs puts the average per team 
member at £287, of which £132 came from the grant-in-aid. 

Some of the most interesting material in the Report appears in the 
Appendices. The necessity for careful organization on both sides of 
the Atlantic in handling team visits is brought out. The specimen 
itinerary of one of the teams and the description of the work of the 
United States Section are an indication of the efforts made, there as 
here, to ensure the maximum benefit being derived by British industry 
from these visits. 

What benefit has, in fact, already been derived? A brief summary 
is given of the developments i in seven British industries which were 
among the first to send out teams and on which the effect of the reports 
has had time to make itself felt. 

The Report states: ‘“ In those industries investigated it has been 
found impossible to discriminate clearly between action taken as a 
result of a productivity team’s visit and what has happened as part of 
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normal development in the post-war period. It should not, therefore, 
be assumed that all the developments referred to have taken place as 
a direct result of the team reports. .. . The developments which are 
taking place are, however, generally i in line with the recommendations 
contained in the reports.” 


Value of Team Reports 


In general, the team reports have been of especial value to smaller 
and medium-sized firms. The larger firms have not had so much to 
gain. Yet most of them have 
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the Council’s own initiative the majority arise from requests by 
organized bodies, firms and individuals for information, advice and 
assistance. 

Apart from the conferences which are convened by an industry to 
discuss its team report, other conferences are held from time to time 
by professional institutions, industrial associations of various kinds, 
employers’ organizations and Government Soa at which 
various aspects of productivity or the findings of the teams are 
discussed. There is also a great demand from technical colleges for 
lecturers on these subjects. 





studied the reports carefully and 
have often found one or other 
item mentioned useful to them.

The Council’s other activities are either complementary to its 
primary task of arranging team visits or are related to the broad 
question of encouraging increased productivity in the United King- 
dom. The steady increase in these activities reflects industry's 
heightened interest in productivity, for while many of them are due to

machinery, etc., mentioned in the reports ; interviewing and 
itineraries for European visitors, including delegates from European 
Productivity Centres ; co-operating in regard to RC A-dpeameed 
visits by individuals or groups of experts from United States industry, 
and assisting United States visitors who wish to make personal 
contacts with British industry.

New United States Commercial Information Service 


(THERE HAS been in existence for some time a “ Technical 
Questions and Answers Service” sponsored by the Mutual 
Security Agency of the United States, and operated by the Office of 
Technical Services of the United States Department of Commerce. 
Under this scheme an attempt has been made to provide answers to 
technical questions in the field of industry when other sources of 
information have failed. On the British side, the scheme has been 
operated by the Anglo-American Council on Productivity, which 
deals with general production questions, and the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research and the various Research Associa- 
tions which deal with technical questions. 

The Mutual Security Agency has now extended the scope of this 
service to cover specific technical enquiries in the field of commercial 
practice (distribution, financing, accounting, etc.). One of the 
conditions of the scheme is that answers to all the questions sub- 
mitted will be circulated by the Office of Technical Services to member 
countries of O.E.E.C. (Organization for European Economic Co- 
operation). Another is that the answers must be made available to 
all interested individuals and organizations within each member 
country. 

It has been agreed that questions on commercial practice will be 
handled in the United Kingdom by the British Institute of Manage- 
ment and the Association of British Chambers of Commerce. 
Questions should be submitted through the local Chambers of 
Commerce affiliated to the A.B.C.C., or direct to the British Institute 
of Management, Management House, Hill Street, London, W 1, who 
will endeavour to obtain the answers from British services, and pass 
unanswered questions to the Board of Trade for transmission to the 


Office of Technical Services of the United States Department of 
Commerce. It will be the responsibility of the B.I.M. and the 
A.B.C.C. to make the answers available within the United Kingdom 
through their normal channels. 


The date of the commencement of the Service will be September 15, 
after which questions are invited for submission in the manner described 
above. In order to make clearer the kind of question which might 
be answered through the Service, and to show the way in which 
questions and relevant information should be set out, the following

Arrangements for Imports of 
Softwood during 1953 


HE BOARD OF TRADE announce in Notice to Importers 

No. 510, that they have made arrangements, in conjunction with 
the Ministry of Materials, for licensing the importation from sources 
other than the Scheduled Territories of 500,000 standards of softwood 
for arrival after January 1, 1953. This represents part of the United 
Kingdom requirements for the calendar year 1953. Licences for 
imports of softwood originating in and consigned from the Scheduled 
Territories will not be set against this quantitative limit. 

The previous quota arrangements are to be discontinued, and, 
within the limit of 500,000 standards, licences will be granted to 
importers who have entered into firm contracts with overseas suppliers. 
Such contracts should be made “ subject to import licence being 
granted.” ‘To facilitate the carrying out of contracts, licences will 
be issued at any time after September 10, 1952, but the licences 
so issued will not enable the goods to be imported, or any payment 
for the imports to be made, before January 1, 1953. The licences 
will remain valid until December 31, 1953. 

These arrangements relate to imports of softwood, including 
sleepers and crossings. They do not cover imports of pulpwood, 
mining timber and box-boards for which the existing procedure will 
continue ; nor do they relate to roundwood and poles for which 
separate arrangements will be made. Enquiries about any of these 
types of wood which are not included in the new arrangements should 
be made to the Timber Control, Lacon House, Theobald’s Road, 
London, W.C.1. 

Applications should be made on Form ILB/A (Revised) to import 
** Softwood timber excluding boxboards and roundwood ” and sent, 
together with a signed copy o9f the relevant contract, direct to the 
Import Licensing Branch, Board of Trade, Romney House, Tufton 
Street, London, S.W.1, and not as hitherto to the Timber Control. 
The quantity shown on page 3 of the form should include any margin 
provided for in the contract together with the appropriate shipping 
margin (the latter not to exceed 10 per cent. of the quantity contracted 
for or 50 standards, whichever is the less). 

Separate applications should be made for each country. There 
will be no discrimination between sources of supply of softwood 
and importers are completely free to choose between them on a 
commercial basis. 

The quantities to be licensed under these arrangements are an 
instalment of the total imports expected to be bought in 1953. A 
further announcement will be made about the balance of require- 
ments for that year. 


Gold and Dollar Position of 
Sterling Area in August 


PDURING August the Sterling Area had a gold and dollar deficit 
of $44 million, the Treasury announce. The gold and dollar 
reserves, therefore, stood at $1,672 million on August 31. 

The above deficit arose after taking account of receipts from the 
United States during the month of $45 million as Defence Aid ; and 
payment to the European Payments Union of £35-2 million, or $98-6 
million representing the July deficit of £35-2 million. 


Provisional E.P.U. Result 


The provisional figure for the Sterling Area deficit in the month of 
August with E.P.U. is £1-7 million or $4-8 million, which will fall to 
be settled in September 


Parchase Tax Announcement 


IN their Press Notice No. 379 of July 15 (see Board af Trade Journal 
of July 19, page 134), the Commissioners of Customs and Excise 
announced that hat and coat hooks not incorporating any precious 
metal or material might be treated as not chargeable with purchase 
tax. The following are excluded from this decision :— 

Wardrobe rail hooks ; these remain chargeable under Group 11 (a). 

Ornamental hat and coat hooks which consist of or incorporate 
figures ; these remain chargeable under Group 29 (a). 





Board of Trade Directory 


SUGGESTIONS HAVE sometimes been made to 
the Board of Trade that they should publish some sort of 
guide which would assist business men and others who 
have dealings with the Department to make sure they are 
addressing themselves to the right quarter. 

Of course, letters addressed to the Secretary at Head- 
quarters are automatically distributed to the section or 
sections concerned, and it is often impossible for a single 
section to give an answer without consultation.

Imports of Meat and Meat Products 


THE Board of Trade announce that arrangements are being made to 

revoke, as from September 15, 1952, the Open General Licence for 
imports of certain cooked and uncooked meat products, not canned, 
from certain areas, chiefly the sterling Commonwealth. This step is 
being taken with the agreement of the Governments of the countries 
principally concerned, to avoid the danger that increasing imports 
of these products might reduce the supplies of carcase meat that these 
countries have contracted to send to the United Kingdom. 

A notice to importers setting out the method of application for 
import licences when the O.G.L., is revoked will be issued on or about 
September 15. It should be noted however that such licences will 
not normally be issued in respect of contracts entered into between 
the date of this announcement and September 15.

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New “Kite”? Mark Standard for 
Industrial Safety Footwear 


DET AILS OF a new British Standards Institution Specification 

for safety footwear were announced at a conference held in London 
on Tuesday. The specification (No. 1870) supplements Standard 
No. 953, “‘ Strength tests for protective toe-caps of footwear used for 
industrial purposes,” and is intended to cover all the materials used 
in the construction of safety boots and shoes. It was prepared as a 
result of a conference at which representatives of Government depart- 
ments, the T.U.C. and many sections of industry expressed a desire 
for such a standard. Manufacturers granted a B.S.I. licence to do so 
will be able to use the certification ‘“ Kite” mark of the Institution 
on the footwear. 

“‘ Safety footwear” is the general description given to boots and 
shoes for both men and women which have an internal or external 
steel toe-cap designed to reduce the number of foot accidents in 
industry. The annual total of these accidents is now in the region of 
60,000-70,000, and it is estimated that some 3,000 to 4,000 workers 
are laid off each week with foot injuries. That this is a widespread 
problem in industry is shown by the list of organizations which 
co-operated with the British Standards Institution in the preparation 
of the new specifications. It includes representatives of the Ministries 
of Labour, Works, and Fuel and Power, the Board of Trade, British 
Electricity Authority, National Coal Board, the T.U.C. individual 
unions, the Cotton Board and the following industries: chemicals, 
cement, iron and steel, rubber, glass, welding, civil, mechanical, 
production and structural engineering, building, shipbuilding, and 
paint. 


Protective Footwear can Prevent Accidents 


Recorded cases show how protective footwear is effective in pre- 
venting or diminishing the seriousness of accidents. In one, a steel 
plate weighing 14 cwt. fell on a man’s foot—without injuring it. In 
another, 25 cwt. of steel plates were dropped on a man’s toes, again 
without injury. In a third, a safe door fell on a man’s foot, but he 
did not have to stop work. 

The safety device itself is comparatively simple. It is a steel 
toe-cap, made of specially tempered steel and fitted either internally 
or externally in the course of manufacture. The cap itself weighs 
two ounces—equivalent to an egg or less than a man’s felt hat. Yet it 
is —— to withstand a shock test of 150-foot Ibs. or three tons dead 
weight. 

The earlier B.S.I. specification (No. 953) was for the testing of the 
toe-caps. This is done with a machine by which a 60-lb. weight is 
dropped 2} feet on a toe-cap, which is the equivalent of a shock test 
of 150-foot Ibs. Implicit in the granting of a B.S.I. licence to use a 
certification mark is that inspectors of the B.S.I. regularly visit 
factories where safety footwear is made, take away boots for testing, 
buy boots or shoes in the open market for inspection, and take samples 
of toe-caps, also for testing. 

The cap is fitted internally on all boots or shoes, with the exception 
of underground miners’ boots, and does not make the footwear look 
bulky. For underground miners it is fitted externally because of 
abrasion on the toe caused by constant kneeling. 

There is no compulsion on workers to wear this footwear, but many 
managements do all they can to encourage its use by subsidizing the 
cost. The footwear is bought through welfare officers or miners’ 
canteens, and cannot at the moment be bought in normal retail shops. 

British Standard No. 1870 specifies minimum requirements for the 
construction of safety footwear. The upper materials must be top 
quality leather—because the better the leather the more protection it 
provides. Some parts are permitted to be made of plastic materials 
of top quality. The footwear must be leather lined throughout, and 
the tongue of boots must be padded with something like sponge rubber 
or felt. Minimum thicknesses are laid down for the outer and inner 
soles, and the heels must be all-leather. 

Quality standards are given for each process of manufacture—which 
is to be “‘ in accordance with the best practice of the trade.”” The 
boots must also conform to the Grade I drop test (150-foot Ibs.), or 
for boots used in less dangerous industries, the Grade II (100-foot 
Ibs.) drop test. 

All boots and shoes must be marked with the number of the British 
Standard ; the certification mark of the B.S.I. ; a clear indication of 
whether they are Grade I or Grade II ; and clear identification of the 
manufacturer. Some extra stipulations are made for miners’ boots. 

About 38 manufacturers are already listed as making safety footwear 
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that complies with the standards now laid down in detail. Copies of 
the specification and particulars of itions on which licences are 
granted are available from the Director, British Standards Institution, 
24 Victoria Street, London, S.W.1. Names of manufacturers making 
safety footwear can be obtained from the Director, Incorporated 
Federated Associations of Boot and Shoe Manufacturers of Great 
Britain and Ireland, 22 Gilbert Street, London, W.1. 

The conference in London was presided over by Mr. J. B. 
Steadman, President of the Boot and Shoe Manufacturers’ Federation. 
Mr. Harold Watkinson, Parliamentary Secretary of the Ministry of 
Labour, stressed his Ministry’s keen interest in the application of the 
“* Kite ” mark specification to safety footwear as a factor in increasing 
productivity by reducing injuries due to industrial accidents. 

Mr. George Denton, Chairman of the British Standards Institution 
Committee on Safety Footwear, said the specification toe cap was 
made of a specially selected high grade steel and was hidden in the 
boot or shoe without changing its normal appearance. It was 
calculated to save 95 per cent. of accidents to the feet incurred at work. 

Mr. Gordon Weston, Technical Director of the British Standards 
Institution said that ladies’ safety footwear was not covered by the new 
British Standard, mainly because it was usual practice to limit the 
protection to a special toe-cap. A separate British Standard for such 
toe-caps had been in use for ten years, and the footwear in which it 
was used was described as “ protective.”” The “Kite” mark would 
therefore appear on women’s boots and shoes in company with the 
mark “‘ B.S.953/3—Toe cap,” thus drawing a clear distinction from 
the markings under B.S. 1870, which covered the construction of the 
complete boot or shoe. 

Sir George Barnett, Chief Inspector of Factories, said that in 1950 
foot accidents accounted for 71,264 of the total of 193,059 accidents 
in industry notified to his Department. It was clear that a majority 
of these accidents causing injuries to feet could be prevented if safety 
boots were much more generally used. 

In answer to questions it was estimated that “‘ Kite ’’ mark protective 
footwear would be supplied to industry at a cost of about 30s. a pair 
for women and from 35s. to 45s. for men. It was expected that 
supplies would be sufficient to meet demand through normal retail 
channels. 

After the conference guests were shown a practical demon- 
stration of the effectiveness of the footwear, when a London 
Transport double-deck bus, weighing 7} tons, ran over the toe of a 
man wearing safety shoes. The actual weight on the shoe was 
approximately 2 tons, which depressed the steel toe-cap about one- 
eighth of an inch. 


Electronic Sterilization of 


Pharmaceutical Products 
ECENT INVESTIGATIONS of the 


sterilizing effects of 

artificially produced radio-active substances and accelerated 
electron beams show promise of bringing substantial benefits to the 
pharmaceutical and surgical material industries, and in the long run 
to the food industry. 

Doctor R. S. Hannan of the Low Temperature Research Station 
of the Department of Scientific and Industrial Research has just 
returned from a two months’ intensive study of the work done in the 
United States on this subject, and has brought back valuable informa- 
tion to supplement that in the possession of British industry as a 
result of their own investigations. 

It is now established that a wide range of surgical and pharmaceutical 
materials can be sterilized more efficiently and conveniently by 
exposing them to the radiation of radio-active substances obtainable 
from the Harwell and Amersham Establishments, or to accelerated 
electrons produced by machines such as the Van der Graaff generator. 
Materials treatable in this way include sutures and surgical dressings, 
blood plasma, drugs such as penicillin, streptomycin, etc., essential 
oils, cosmetics, vaccines, and pills (which may be surface sterilized 
by using lower powered radiations). A considerable advantage is 
that these materials can be treated in sealed containers. 

Foodstuffs can also be sterilized by these processes, but further 
investigation will be necessary to establish the conditions under which 
individual foods must be treated in order to ensure that no subsidiary 
toxic or other undesirable effects are produced. Work on this aspect 
of the question has already been undertaken by the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research in co-operation with the Medical 
Research Council.

DOLLAR SNATCHING? 


--. Or sound export market building 
in your greatest potential market ? 


Some OF MY AMERICAN FRIENDS refer to recent attempts 
by British manufacturers to get a foothold in the 
American market as “ dollar snatching.” 


The term is not necessarily meant unkindly. It 
refers as much as anything to the haste and lack of 
Preparation, the almost naive manner, in which attempts 
have been made to enter what is perhaps one of the most 
sophisticated markets in the world. 


For you must remember, also, that those same 
Americans who are experts at making dollars, reserve 
the right to spend them in their own way for personal 
goods. It is easy to be misled by the fact that Ameri- 
cans seem to be influenced to do almost anything, and to 
spend money for almost anything through advertising. 
As the head of an established advertising agency in the 
United States, I give you my word that this is not true. 


Effective advertising in America does not make 
consumption “ patterns” ; it discovers them. And, of 
course, capitalizes on them. 


I regard that fact as my own most worth-while 
commercial discovery as a result of coming to the United 
States to live and work, from a Scottish-English back- 
ground. 


There are some other conclusions I have reached as a 
result of experience in advertising and marketing, 
combined with competitive experience in the United 
States. Some of these conclusions are summarized in 
a booklet I would be happy to send you, if you will 
request it on your business letterhead. 


There are other conclusions that may be of interest 
to you that could be discussed better in person. My 
Vice-President, Mortimer Bryans, is in England until 
the first week of October and would be very glad to meet 
with you for a discussion of sound ways, proved ways of 
entering the American market—if the subject interests 
you. He can be reached at 95 Piccadilly, London, W.1. 
If you are planning a trip to the States for the same 
purpose, it would be a pleasure to meet with you in New 
York. 

All this leads me to conclude by saying that I believe 
there is still a huge, untapped erican market for 
British manufacturers who will approach the market on 
sound terms, and who plan to stay in the market for a 
long time. Long after (I hope) the urgent need for 
dollar exchange has vanished. But, whether your 
motive is immediate dollars, or normal expansion, there 
are right ways and wrong ways of approaching the 
marketing problem. Some recent fiascos give weight to 
these words. Some recent “ successes ” add even more.

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Clothing Industry Costs in 


Alternative Locations 


A FIELD in which the Board of Trade has sought to advance 

industrial knowledge is the connection between a factory’s location 
and its costs. An article in the Board of Trade Journal on June 7 
(page 1150) reviewed “‘ The Cost of Industrial Movement ” in which 
were published the interim findings of one of the enquiries which the 
Board has initiated. Another of these enquiries, undertaken by 
University College, London, has recently produced a report on location 
costs in the clothing industry. 


In this report the investigators describe the detailed evidence from 
four London firms which set up branch factories in Development 
Areas and compare some of the costs at these branches with the 
corresponding costs which the firms might be expected to have 
incurred if they had set up a branch near the parent plant. Three 
of the firms had branch factories in South Wales, two of them having 
actually gone there before the war. The fourth had moved from 
London to the North Eastern Development Area after the war. The 
findings of the report however are not based solely on the study of 
these four firms ; another score of clothing firms which have moved 
to Wales or the North East gave some evidence to the investigators 
and in general this corroborated the findings of the four detailed 
studies. Most of the data relate only to the year 1949, 


Effects of Location 


Investigators found that in the case of outerwear (for both men and 
women), men’s suits and women’s dresses, raw material costs 
represented some 50 per cent. of all costs ; a further 20 per cent. was 
labour cost and about 25 per cent. went to overheads. The cost of 
raw materials did not differ significantly between London and the 
Development Areas and thus only about half of the costs of clothing 
manufacture are affected by locational factors. The results of the 
comparison between actual costs in the Development Areas and 
estimated costs of a branch in London are expressed as percentages 
of turnover. 

The overall results suggest that in many cases location made a 
very small difference to costs. One of the South Wales branches had 
a cost advantage of about 0:25 per cent. of turnover. The other two 
South Wales branches were at a cost disadvantage of 0-6 per cent. and 
0-5 per cent. of turnover respectively. The one firm in the North 
East showed a cost disadvantage of about 3 per cent. 


The report points out that of the individual items the largest 
variations from area to area were likely to be in the labour costs. 
It was often difficult to sort out what variations were due purely to 
different locations and what to other factors, such as different 
production methods. In general it appeared that labour costs were 
not very different in Development Area branches from what they would 
have been in a London branch. However perhaps the most significant 
factor was that, by opening branches outside the traditional centres 
of clothing manufacture, the firms were enabled to introduce line 
production methods. Not only were these methods less costly, but 
often they were the only practicable method in an area where all the 
labour had to be trained. Sometimes the combination of a London 
factory using traditional methods and a Development Area branch 
using line methods made for a commercially well-balanced firm. 


Transport costs, which might be expected to be the main element 
in location costs, were not very significant. "This was partly because 
the cloth was usually delivered carriage paid, leaving delivery costs 
of the final product as the only variant. Additional transport costs 
in the few factories were from 0-1 per cent. to 0-8 per cent. of turnover. 


Administrative costs were hard to compare, principally because 
administrative efficiency could scarcely be measured except in terms 
of the success of the whole undertaking. On the whole it seemed that 
the difficulties in recruiting managerial staff for the distant branches, 
and the cost and inconvenience of remote control, placed the branches 
at some disadvantage. 


Gas, water, electricity and coal costs appeared to be about the same 
as they would be in London. Rent and rates, taken as a combined 
total were generally lower in the Development Areas, which had

estimated cost advantages of from 0-3 per cent. to 1-3 per cent. of 
turnover. 


Trends in Employment 


The report contains a full analysis of trends in employment in the 
clothing industry since 1939 and of changes in its distribution between 
regions. Perhaps the most important of these changes, in the context 
of the findings about costs, are the increasing importance to clothing 
of the regions containing Development Areas and the declining 
importance of two traditional centres—London for dressmaking and 
the West Ridings for tailoring. 


Readers will find it interesting to compare the findings of this 
enquiry with those of “‘ The Cost of Industrial Movement ”’ mentioned 
above. The latter report showed how costs at branch factories fell 
rapidly during the early years of operation, averaging only about one- 
sixth higher than the parent plant by the third year. This present 
report, on the other hand, deals primarily with operations during one 
particular year after factories had been in operation some time. 
Thus, bearing in mind that the principles and methods of the two 
enquiries are rather different, their findings are not inconsistent. 


Private Trading in Lead 


AS ANNOUNCED in the Board of Trade Journal on August 23 

(page 351), the Ministry of Materials will make no new contracts 
after September 30 for the sale of imported lead to consumers. 
To facilitate the resumption of private trading the London Metal 
Exchange will re-open for dealings in lead on October 1 and the 
Board of Trade announce the following arrangements for the import 
and export of lead. 

The following import arrangements are announced in Notice to 
Importers No. 511, to facilitate the private purchase of lead unwrought, 
in pigs, ingots, blocks, bars, slabs or cakes but not including alloys 
of lead by consumers and other traders. 

Members of the London Metal Exchange who participate in the 
Bank of England Exchange Control scheme will be granted Open 
Individual Licences valid for importation from any source. 

Applications for Open Individual Licences to import unwrought 
lead as defined above will also be considered from consumers who 
wish to import regularly substantial quantities of lead, other than 
through the medium of the Exchange. 

Applications should state the quantities expected to be imported 
during the ensuing twelve monthly period and the sources of supply 
and should be accompanied by a written undertaking in the following 
terms :-—- 

“I/We hereby undertake if an Open Individual Licence is 
granted in respect of our application dated 

(reference ) to import unwrought lead, I/we 

will make returns in duplicate, at monthly intervals, to the Import 

Licensing Branch, Board of Trade, Romney House, Tufton Street, 

London, S.W.1, of all imports against such Open Individual 

Licence giving the quantity and value of each consignment, the 

date imported and the source of supply.” 

Failure to send regular returns may lead to withdrawal of these 
facilities. 

Applications for specific licences will be considered from any others 
who may wish to import. 

All applications which should be made on Form ILB/A (Revised) 
should be addressed to the Import Licensing Branch, Board of Trade, 
Romney House, Tufton Street, London, S.W.1. 

There will be a resumption of exports of refined lead in pig or ingot 
form and provision has been made for the operation of the Lendon 
Metal Exchange as from October 1. 

Traders wishing to export refined lead should make application to 
the Board of Trade, Export Licensing Branch, Atlantic House, 
Holborn Viaduct, London, E.C.1. 

Licences will not normally be granted for the export of unwrought 
lead other than refined lead in pig or ingot form.

Departures with cargo in the foreign trade in July 1952 from nearly 
all the port areas were, on a daily average basis, greater than in the 
previous month or in July 1951, the overall increases being about 
one-tenth in each case.

Definitions 

(1) The foreign trade statistics relate to voyages direct from any port 
abroad to a port in the United Kingdom, or vice versa, or from one port 
to another in the United Kingdom, so long as the vessel has on board cargo 
shipped abroad, or shipped in the United Kingdom for discharge abroad, 
or passengers from or for a port outside the United Kingdom. 

The coasting trade statistics relate to vessels carrying only coastwise 
cargo from port to port in the United Kingdom, without at the time having 
on board cargo from or for a port abroad. 

(2) Cargo figures relate to vessels which load or unload merchandise, 
bullion, specie or mail, except those loading or unloading only Government 
stores, bunkers or ships’ stores. 

(3) Ballast figures relate to all vessels other than those defined in 
(2) and include vessels loading or unloading only Government stores, 
bunkers, ships’ stores or passengers. 

(4) Vessels in the foreign trade, calling during the course of a single 
voyage at more than one port of the United Kingdom, are recorded as 
entered and cleared at one port only, but as arrived and departed at each 
port. 


Linseed and Linseed Oil Imports to be

Prices of Basic Materials Fell Again in August 


HE BASIC materials index fell by 1-2 per cent. in August, and the 

indices for materials used in mechanical and electrical engineering 

fell by 0-6 and 0-8 per cent., respectively. The index numbers for 
building and civil engineering materials and house building materials 
also declined very slightly. 

Among the more notable decreases in the prices of materials were 
falls of 30-6 per cent. and 25-9 per cent. in the prices of raw jute and 
East African sisal. At the same time hessian cloth and manila hemp 
also fell substantially. Non-ferrous metals, such as copper, lead, 
zinc and tin, declined a little, while raw rubber fell by 3-5 per cent. 
and woodpulp for paper making by 4-6 per cent. 


Hides and skins, which went up by 1°8 per cent., and raw silk, whose 
price rose by 4-4 per cent., were two of the very few materials to show 
a price increase during the month. 


Among the price indices for industrial output, the index for canvas 
goods and sacks dropped by 9-5 per cent., and the July figure for cotton 
weaving again fell, this time by 2-9 per cent. The indices for hosiery 
and made-up clothing remained almost stationary. 


New index numbers covering coir mats and matting and leather for 


footwear appear in the commodity series for the first time this month. 
The price of the former index fell by 5-8 per cent. during August.

Notes. 1. ‘The indices are in most cases given to the nearest first 
place of decimals. The sample nature of price index numbers is, 
however, such that these figures will ordinarily have little significance; 
they are included to facilitate any further calculations which may be 
made with the index numbers, and to avoid concealing small month- 
to-month movements. 


2. The index numbers of industrial output relate to all the output 
sold outside the industry, including subsidiary products, by-products 
and exports. Products transferred between firms within the industry 
are, however, excluded 

3. Commodity indices which include more than one price series 
have internal weights representing either output value proportions or 
consumption value proportions. 


4. The descriptions of the items in the commodity series are those 
for which quotations are currently obtained. Where changes have 
taken place an adjustment is made to maintain comparability. 


Articles introducing the new series of index numbers and explaining 
their scope, appeared in the Board of Trade Journal on May 19 and 
June 16 of last year. ‘The issue of June 16 also gave a list of the com- 
modities included in the index of basic materials (excluding fuel) 
for non-food industries. Details of the other indices of industrial 
materials, namely those for the electrical machinery and mechanical 
engineering industries and for building and civil engineering, appeared 
in the Board of Trade Journal on September 16, 1950, and February 10 
and May 19, 1951, respectively. It is not intended at present to 
publish in the Board of Trade Journal details of the constituent 
items and the weights used in the construction of the indices of 
industrial output and the commodity indices ; where it is possible to 
issue these, they may be obtained on application to the Director of 
Statistics, Board of ‘Trade, at the address below.

CODES OF PRACTICE 


Mechanical Refrigeration 


THE Council for Codes of Practice for Buildings has now issued in 
final form Code 406, ‘““ Mechanical Refrigeration.” It was drawn up 
by a Committee convened on behalf of the Council by the Institution 
of Mechanical Engineers, and the present Code is a revision of drafts 
previously issued for comment. 

The Code opens with notes on specifications and testing of plant. 
Parts that follow deal with safety and thermal insulation. 

Safety is considered from the point of view of securing safeguard to 
life, health and property. Recommendations are given to ensure 
adequate strength of plant and protection against excessive pressures. 
Advice is also included on the provision of devices to secure protection 
against damage arising from low evaporating temperatures and from 
freezing from cooling liquid. Other aspects dealt with are the safety 
of electrical installation, alarm signals, choice and storage of 
refrigerants, and precautions against fire and accident. A section 
deals with inspection and testing. This includes a table of minimum 
test-pressures, at works, for various components of the plant, and there 
are recommendations for minimum test-pressures for the complete 
system after erection on site. The physical, toxic and explosive 
properties of the commoner refrigerants are set out in an appendix. 


The final part of the Code deals with the design, construction, 
installation, testing and inspection of insulation to assist in maintaining 
temperatures below the ambient temperature.

Continuing Demand for Capital and Consumer Goods 
in Ceylon 


This article has been written for the Board of Trade Journal by the United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Ceylon. The

ARKED changes in the fortunes of Ceylon have occurred since 
Mi article headed ‘‘ Ceylon’s Trade and Economic Progress in 

Two Years of Independence "’ appeared in the Board of Trade 
Journal on May 13, 1950. At that time Ceylon was on the crest of a 
wave of prosperity. In 1947 she had an adverse visible balance of Rs. 
73 million (£5-°5 million) in merchandise trade but in 1949-1951 
conditions improved and in those years she had very substantial 
favourable balances. ‘The wheel has turned full circle, however, and 
the Island is now running a heavier adverse balance than in the 
depression of 1947. This is illustrated by the following table :—

‘The change referred to above is a consequence partly of the disap- 
pearance of the boom conditions in tea, rubber and coconuts (the cash 


: crops on which the Island mainly depends for her income), and 


partly because of the increased price which she has had to pay for 
imported rice, which absorbs a very large proportion of her overseas 
expenditure. In 1951, for example, she imported nearly 400,000 tons 
of rice costing Rs. 236 million (17:7 million) whereas the annual 
rate so far in 1952 is about 425,000 tons costing Rs. 341 million 
(£25°5 million)—a very substantial increase. The solution of the rice 
problem—which is aggravated by the rapid increase in population— 
is clearly of the utmost importance and is being given urgent attention 
by the Ceylon Government 


Market for United Kingdom Manufactures 


Despite this changed position Ceylon continues to be a good market 
for United Kingdom exports. In 1951, the United Kingdom increased 


her share of the market in Ceylon to 21-9 per cent. (compared with 
19-7 per cent. in 1950, and 18-0 per cent. in 1949). The total value of 
Ceylon’s imports from the United Kingdom rose to Rs. 342 million 
in 1951 (£25-7 million) compared with Rs. 230 million (£17-3 million) 
in 1950 and Rs. 185 million (£13-9 million) in 1949. The United 
Kingdom’s share of the market is now running in 1952 at over 24 
per cent., and at the annual value of Rs. 430 million (£32-3 million) 
c.i.f. This strengthened position is particularly gratifying in view of 
the keen competition now being experienced in this territory from the 
Continent of Europe and Japan. 

As Ceylon’s economy is still primarily agricultural she looks over- 
seas for virtually all her requirements of manufactured goods. Of her 
purchases from the United Kingdom in 1951 about two-thirds by 
value were accounted for by the following items :—

Although the above categories comprise the greater part of her 
imports from the United Kiggdom, there is a good demand in Ceylon 
for a wide range of miscellaneous merchandise. The variety of this 
demand is illustrated by the following selection of items of which 
she bought over £50,000 worth from the United Kingdom in 1951— 
refined sugar, cycles, cement, locomotives, furnace oil, glassware, 
photographic equipment, toys, diamonds, cutlery, biscuits, cheese, 
beer, whisky and racehorses.

Foreign Competition 


While the United Kingdom is by far Ceylon’s biggest single 
supplier, in many lines she has to face competition from the rest of 
Europe which in the aggregate is substantial. Motor vehicles are also 
supplied by France, Italy, Germany and Czechoslovakia. Italy also 
sends artificial silk and cotton piece-goods, and Holland supplies 
wireless equipment, electrical apparatus and fertilizers. Ceylon 


Newmon Industries Ltd., Yote, Bristol, England and branch offices in most principal countries 
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looks to Sweden for plywood, paper and paper manufactures, to 
Finland for tea chests and paper and to Switzerland for the traditional 
exports of that country, in particular watches, chemicals and machinery. 

Japan’s principal exports to Ceylon are artificial silk and cotton 
piece-goods, tea chests, porcelain and chinaware, iron and steel goods, 
and indeed a long list of manufactures which largely coincide with the 
type of goods offered by the United Kingdom. A large proportion of 
Ceylon’s imports from Australia is foodstuffs, and the United States 
has been sending in addition to foodstuffs textiles, agricultural 
machinery, motor cars and lorries, and manufactures of almost every 
description. Australia’s exports of foodstuffs are also supplemented 
by manufactured goods including electrical machinery and drugs and 
medicines. India’s contribution is largely foodstuffs, but again a 
variety of manufactured goods—motor tyres, hollow-ware, boots and 
shoes, electrical and agricultural machinery, for example—come from 
this source. 


Industrial Development 


It will be apparent from the foregoing that Ceylon is now drawing 
on a wide variety of sources for her multifarious needs of manufactured 
goods ; and since Independence it has been the policy of her Govern- 
ment to endeavour to reduce the Island’s dependence on overseas 
countries by developing industry at home. As yet only the first steps 
in this direction have been taken, and the demand for goods from 
overseas has not been significantly reduced. 

Ceylon’s recently erected cement factory is one of the more striking 
of the Government’s industrial ventures, but the overall demand for 
cement in the Island has increased so that imports are now running 
at as high a rate as in any recent year, despite the substantial contri- 
bution (up to 90,000 tons annually) coming from local production. 
Other Government industrial products now in hand are a textile 
spinning and weaving mill, which will have 25,000 spindles and 500 
looms ; a plant for producing and refining vegetable oils ; a paper 
mill with a capacity of about 4,000 tons a year ; an iron and steel 
mill which will utilize scrap and locally produced iron ore ; and a 
sugar factory, to produce sugar from locally grown sugar cane. 

The development of these industries in Ceylon is a factor which 
the United Kingdom exporter may have increasingly to bear in mind 
in the future. As a result, there may be in the long run a somewhat 
reduced demarid for some types «f consumer goods, which may be 
offset to some extent by an increased demand for capital equipment 
and replacements. 

The Government has taken powers to foster the Island’s new 
industries through the Industrial Products Regulation Act of 1949, 
which applies quantitative restrictions on imports of specified goods 
in the interests of increasing the demand for similar home produced 
goods. Articles which, at present, are subject to regulation under this 
act are cotton towels and towelling, cotton banians (vests), glass 
tumblers and rubber footwear other than boots ; and others which 
have been scheduled as “ industrial products’ under the Act (i.e., 
those which are being considered for regulation) are cotton textiles, 
glass chimneys and bottles, plywood and wooden chests and plywood 
panels, earthenware, leather and rubber goods, rolled steel sections, 
_ brass manufactures, ink, paint, varnish, French polish and dried 

sh. 


Demand for Agricultural Equipment 


In addition to broadening the base of the economy of the Island 
by establishing these secondary industries, the Government have 
embarked on ambitious plans for developing agriculture and providing 
a plentiful supply of electricity. The great Gal Oya Development 
project which is designed to irrigate many thousands of acres of new 
agricultural land and to generate power for a wide area, is nearing 
completion. Projects like this create a demand not only for capital 
goods, including for example heavy tractors and earth moving 
equipment for their own construction, but give rise to a greater 
demand for agricultural machinery and implements, and, to the towns 
to which the electricity is led, for consumer electricity goods of every 
description. In this connection, however, it must be borne in mind 
that the distribution of income of the population (which is now about 
74 million) is very uneven. It has been estimated by the Central Bank 
of Ceylon that about 55 per cent. of the national income is shared 
among over 80 per cent. of the families in the Island, with a maximum 
income per family of Rs. 150 per month—(say £135 a year), and only 
0-4 per cent. of the families have an income of over Rs. 800 per 
month (say £720 a year). Thus, the demand for many types of articles, 
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including those which might be expected to become widely popular 
as a result of hydro-electric schemes, may be limited to a small 
section of the population. Indeed, it may be many years before the 
general standard of living can be raised sufficiently to change this 
position significantly 


The Island’s Purchasing Power 


As mentioned above, tea, rubber and coconuts provide by far the 
greatest element in the income of the Island as a whole, and—through 
the export duties levied on them—in the revenue of the Government. 
Thus both private and Government purchasing power are di 
related to the prosperity of the estates. Since April 1951, however, 
commodity prices have tended to fall, and they are now far below the 
averages of the last three years. This has not only changed Ceylon’s 
overseas merchandise trading surplus into a deficit, which in the first 
half of 1952 amounted to Rs. 64-4 million (£4.8 million) compared 
with a surplus in the corresponding period of 1951 of Rs. 249 million 
(£18-7 million); but it has also greatly diminished Government 
revenue, particularly since the fixed export duties were replaced by a 
system of sliding scales under which the rate of duty drops with a 
fall in price. 

Largely because of this fall in commodity prices the market in 
Ceylon has on the whole been sluggish for some months. In particular 
the textile market has been in a state of depression, partly as a result 
of over-buying. A feature of this market in the last year or two has 
been the growing ascendancy of artificial silk, imports of which have 
nearly quadrupled between 1950 and the present year—at the expense © 
of cotton piece-goods. This increased market in artificial silk has 
been largely won by Japan. The diversion of motor cars originally 
destined for Australia has helped to saturate the car market in Ceylon ; 
second-hand prices have fallen drastically and new cars are meeting 
a very poor demand. In the field of hardware, hollow-ware, and cutlery, 
Continental and Japanese competition has made itself felt, while 
heavy purchases of tinned foods earlier in 1952 are still hanging fire. 


Import Licensing 


There has been no great change in Ceylon’s import licensing arrange- 
ments since the middle of 1951, when a considerable number of goods 
were put on Open General Licence, as part of a campaign to lower the 
cost of living in the Island. 

In general, import licences are required only for imports which the 
Government of Ceylon consider essential (e.g. foodstuffs) and for 
goods which are subject to control in the exporting country. Most 
other goods can be imported under the current Open General 
Licence. These arrangements stem from the declared policy of the 
Government of Ceylon that purchases will be made in the cheapest 
market. It is price rather than import control which largely deter- 
mines the source of supply of imports into Ceylon. 

In November 1951, regulations were made restricting importation — 
from Germany and Japan to “‘ Ceylonese ” firms, including public 
companies registered in Ceylon on November 2 whose shares are | 
quoted on the local stock market. Last month (August) a number of : 
commodities which had been on Open General Licence from dollar 
sources were returned to individual licence so that they could be more 
strictly controlled. 


Future Outlook 


Ceylon is a party to the Colombo Plan for the development of 
South-East Asia and is already benefiting under this Plan. The 
United Kingdom’s contribution has taken three forms—trelease of 
sterling, export of capital goods and provision of technical assistance. 
Under the last head the United Kingdom has provided training in 
Britain for Ceylonese technicians and financed the provision of 
experts in a variety of fields. These experts have studied local 
conditions in close assocation with Ceylonese officials and their advice 
has been available to the C eylonese Government in planning new 
undertakings. This process of technical aid can be of fundamental 
value in the further development of the country and in the long run 
help to raise her standard of living and create new demands for goods. 

United Kingdom manufacturers have increased their share of the 
Ceylon market. Competition, which has gradually been increasing 
since the end of the war, is likely to be further intensified in the 
future and if it is to be successfully met every effort must be made to 
ensure that prices are right, and that the special requirements of 
a tropical market (e.g. a8 to packing) are fully met.

A short time ago we had a phone call from a manufacturer of woollen 
goods. He was concerned about the heavy increases in customs 
duties recently imposed in Venezuela on textiles. Was this likely to 
kill his export trade to that country? 


We told him that, although the general opinion appeared to be that 
this increase had virtually closed the market, we were referring the 
matter to our Caracas Branch. 


Within a few days we were able to quote him a report from this 
branch stating that there was still a market in Venezuela for high 
quality textiles of British manufacture, and that the demand was 
likely to continue.

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Icelandic Import Regulations 


THE Icelandic Minister of Commerce announced on August 29 

that severe restrictions will, until further notice, be placed on 
Iceland’s imports of a number of goods from member countries of 
the European Payments Union. _In an introductory statement the 
Minister explained that these restrictions were necessitated in part 
by the failure of the summer herring season, with the consequent loss 
of foreign currency to Iceland ; and also by the difficulties Iceland 
has been, and still is, experiencing in marketing her frozen and dried 
fish in countries belonging to the European Payments Union. The 
announcement continues that, since there was an unsatisfied demand 
for Iceland’s staple exports in the countries with whom she has 
concluded clearing agreements, it was imperative to encourage 
imports from those countries in order that they should take increased 
quantities of Icelandic fish. 

In order to promote such trade the following measures have been 
adopted :— 

Purchases of the following goods which are now liberalized will 
be directed to the “‘ clearing account” countries, and banks will be 
authorized to refuse currency for imports from the E.P.U. area :— 

Clothing and textiles. Barrels and barrei staves. 

Material for fences. Kitchen Utensils. 

Rubber footwear (except seamen’s rubber boots). Electric Goods. 

Tractors. ‘ools. 

Paint. Coal Ranges and Heaters. 

Milk Cans. Milk Bottles. 

Woollen Yarn. 

So far as possible imports of the following goods will be directed 
to the “ clearing account countries.” 

Oatmeal. Rye Meal. 

Sugar. Coal. 

Salt. 

No currency will be granted for foreign travel other than in 
exceptional circumstances. Foreign currency for educational 
purposes will be confined to essential studies which cannot be 
pursued in Iceland, or which have already begun and not been 
completed. 

United Kingdom exporters are again strongly advised to ensure 
that (unless payment has been made in advance) the importer has 
obtained a guarantee from an Icelandic Bank that sterling will be 
made available, before shipping goods to Iceland.

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Indian Import Trade Control 


THE United Kingdom Trade Commissioner in Delhi has forwarded 
various notifications which modify the Indian import licensing 
regulations as follows :— 


Motors and Generators—Validity period of licences 
Hitherto licences granted for the import of motors and generators 
(falling under Serial No. 32 of Part II of the I.T.C. Schedule) were valid 
for a period of 12 months, if not granted under the scheme for licensing 
of heavy electrical plant as detailed in the Board of Trade Journal on 
February 23, 1952. It has been represented that this validity period is not 
quite sufficient. It has therefore been decided that all licences granted 
for the import of motors and generators, which are still valid, will have 
a period of validity of 18 months from the date of issue. Licence holders 
will also be permitted to apply for a further extension of the period of 
validity of licences for motors and generators with a view to ensure that a 
contract entered into within three months of the date of the issue of a licence 
is not frustrated merely because the time taken for delivery is longer than 
the period of 18 months which has now been allowed. The extension if 
granted will however not exceed a period of 6 months in addition to the 
initial period of 18 months. Applications for extension of the period of 
validity should be made at least two months before the expiry of the licence 
with documents to show that order had been placed and accepted and the 
suppliers do want further extension for the supply of the motors and 
generators. The concession however, does not apply to :— 
(a) Generators which are covered by Open General Licence, and 
(b) Motors up to 30 H.P. A.C., 3 phase, squirrel cage induction type, 
50 cycles, 200/220, 400/440, 500/550 volts, horizontal or vertical 
spindle, screen protected or drip-proof, fan celled or totally enclosed, 
ordinary acceleration or smooth acceleration (including loom motors). 
(Public Notice No. 88-1.T.C. (P.N.)/52 of August 18, 1952.) 


Cigarette Paper and rae Proof and Heat Sealing Varieties of 
“Cellophane” Pape 

The notice appearing in sie Board of Trade Journal on July 12, 1952, 
stated inter alia that the licensing policy in respect of cigarette paper (falling 
under Serial No. 45 of Part V of the I.T.C. Schedule) and “‘ Cellophane ”’ 
and other transparent paper (falling under Serial No. 122 of Part V) was 
to be announced later. 

It has now been decided to grant actual user licences for cigarette paper to 
cigarette factories and for moisture proof and heat sealing varieties of 
“Cellophane” paper to the cigarette industry and to the food and 
confectionery and the pharmaceutical and drugs industry. (Public 
Notice No. 89-1.T.C. (P.N.)/52 of August 18, 1952.) 


Validity of Licences 

At present the period of validity of licences is reckoned from the date of 
their issue with the result that there is a tendency on the part of importers 
to delay the filing of their applications till the last date. i order to avoid 
the administrative dislocation which this causes and also to obviate the 
hardship to those importers who for one reason or another fail to put in their 
application before the last date, the following decisions have been taken as an 
experimental measure for the period July-December 1952 :— 

(a) For items included in Part V of the Import Trade Control Schedule 
the period of validity of licences for which has been shown as six months 
there will be no last date for applying. 

(b) All established importers’ licences for these items will expire on the 
last date of March 1953 regardless of the date of issue of the licence. 

(c) The provisions of (a) and (b) above will not affect in any way the 
position regarding :— 

(i) items included in Parts I to IV of the Import Trade Control 
Schedule ; 

(ii) items included in Part V of the Import Trade Control Schedule 
for which the normal validity of licences is more than six months ; 

(iii) actual user licences. 

If the arrangement is found to be satisfactory from the point of view 
of administration and of the trade it is proposed to extend it to other items 
in the January-June 1953 period. (Public Notice No. 90-I.T.C. (P.N.)/52 
of August 19, 1952.) 


Electric Vacuum Pumps 

The notice in the Board of Trade Journal on July 5, 1952, stated inter 
alia, that electric vacuum pumps could be imported under Open General 
Licence No. XXIV under Serial No. 78 of Part V of the I.T.C. Schedule. 

Electric vacuum pumps actually fall under Serial No. 34 of Part II of 
the I.T.C. Schedule and not Serial No. 78 of Part V._ It should, therefore, 
be noted that only such vacuum pumps can be imported under Open General 
Licence No. XXIV which are suitable for use in laboratories ; electric 
vacuum pumps which are not suitable for use in laboratories will not be 
allowed to be imported under Open General Licence No. XXIV. (Public 
Notice No. 92-1.T.C. (P.N.)/52 of August 20, 1952.) 


It has been decided to grant general licences to established importers 
during the licensing period July-December 1952, for the import of rubber 
contraceptives (falling under Serial No. 41 of Part V of the L.T.C. Schedule). 

Imports from soft currency area are covered by Open General Licence 
No. XXV (see Board of Trade Journal + July 5, 1952). (Public Notice No, 
94-1.T.C. (P.N.)/52 of August 23, 1952.
